Trip From Atlanta to New 
York Is Thrilling — Flash- 
light of Photographers Gave 
Party Scare, as the Former 
Prisoner Thought It Was a 
Bomb. 


Dr. Al Fowler, physician to C. W. 
Morse during the former ice king’s 
days in the federal prison, and his 
personal»medical attendant after the 
ex-convi._‘\had been transferred to the 
military hospital at Fort McPherson 
fpr observation, returned from New 
York yesterday morning, whither he 
went two weeks ago with his patient 
and Mrs, Morse, after President Taft 
had commuted the one-time banker’s 
fifteen years’ sentence to the time 
served, 

“Wien I saw Mr. Morse last,” said 
Dr. Fowler at the Capital City Club, 
“he was much better than he has been 
at any time within more than a year, 
but he was yet a sick man, and de- 
cidedly sick at that. I saw him on 
Wednesday morning aboard the <Au- 
guste Kaiserin, just before that vessel 
sailed away from New York. Yes, he 
was able to walk about a little in 
his cabin, but he was very weak. For 
that matter he has been able to do a 
little walking ever since he left the 
post hospital or within a few days 
after, but it was not walk for exer- 
cise, because he has never been strong 
enough for that. It was simply taking 
steps like a child. Learning to walk 
over, as i 


‘was thrill- 
ing, I went to tell you. I never saw 
anything like it, and I never expect 
to witness its duplication. We had 


telegraphed ahead for an invalid chair 
to meet us at the station, and it was 
beside the train when we came to a 
halt. Mr. Morse, with my assistance 
and that of one of his son’s, walked to 
the car exit, and we were helping him 
down the steps when the first flash- 
light came. Honestly, that thing like 
to have scared me to death. 

“A flashlight somehow had never oc- 
curred to me. Mr. Morse’s son was in 
front of his father, helping him down 
the steps, while I was supporting him 
from behind. Just as he reached the 
bottom step I saw what must have 
been a lighted cigarette drop at Mr. 
Morse’s feet, and just at that instant 
came the flashlight report. I certainly 
jumped some. At once it struck me 
someone had thrown a bomb to catch 
Morse. We got him in the chair and 
started at once for the elevator, and 
all the time it was one pop after 
another. Why, it took us a half hour 
to go less than a hundred feet, and 
that with the aid of policemen, too. 

Stood Trip Well. 

“How did Morse stand the trip? 
Much better than I had expected. Be- 
fore he Jeft Atlanta his mind had clear- 
ed and he was in an excellent humor, 
with a great desire to avoid publicity 
of any and all kinds. No, no one had 

access to him on his trip up. In fact, 
he never left the drawing room in 
which he and Mrs. Morse left Atlanta. 
By daylight next morning—we were 
then in North Carolina and Virginia— 
newspaper men began boarding the 
train, anxious for talks with Mr, 
Morse, but not one got to see him. 

“The Pullman car conductor refused 
to let them in the sleeper, telling them 
that Mr. Morse had bought up the en- 
tire car. One of the newspaper men 
appealed to me. I told him Mr. Morse 
could not be seen under any conditions, 
for the reason that Mr. Morse did not 
want ‘to be seen. But, when they told 
me «he conductor had informed them

Creation of This Office Pra- 
posed to Council 


An ordinance was introduced i 
council yesterday afternoon providing 
for the creation of the office of meter 
inspector. The ordinance was referred 
to the committee on ordinances and 
legislation. .It-caNs for the appoint- 
ment of the inspector by the mayor at 
a salary of $1,500 a year and it shall 
be his duty to inspect all gas and elec- 
tric light meters on request of any 
citizen who fitst makes a deposit of 
fifty cents with the city tax collector 
to cover the cost of inspection.

canal zone. 

Stete Department Not Wrought Up. 

He intimated, however, that the 
state department felt no especial con- 
eern over the action of the Colombian 
minister here, and was not wrought 
up over the incident. “Our position,” 
he declared, “is one of self-contained 
unconcern.”’ 

There were indications, 
that Senor Ospina’s act was 
as a breach of etiquette, not so much

Senor Ospina tonight disclaimed in a 
public statement any intention of in- 
sulting either the United Staes gov- 
ernment or Secretary Knox by his per- 
sonal notification to the state depart- 
ment that a visit to this country by 
the secretary would be “inopportune.” 

The minister declares that his letter 
was “intended to be couched, and is 
couched, in polite and considerate lan- 
guage and was written to avoid any 
possible unpleasantness to Secretary 
Knox by a visit’ to Colombia.”

A pale faced boy, stupefied with 
drink, stumbled out of a Peachtree 
street motion picture theater last 
night, and fell on the sidewalk.

San Francisco, February 19.—Champ 
Clark will be given the support of 
the William R. Hearst democratic fac- 
tion in California in his candidacy for 
the nomination for the presidency, ac- 
cording to correspondence made public 
today. 

In a telegram to M. F. Tarpey, one 
of the leading Hearst supporters, 
Speaker Clark asserted that he had 
steadfastly refused to permit cam- 
paigning in his behalf in states that 
had avowed “favorite son” candidates. 
For this reason he would not enter 
the list against Mr. Hearst in Cali- 
fornia.

An attempt to keep secret the fact 
that Charles P. Taft would be sub- 
poenaed was made by the committee 
when it met in executive session to- 
night to decide upon this latest move. 

Search for missing papers in the 
case of Major Ray -has been begun by 
the house committee on expenditures 
in the war department. 

Ray Papers Disappear. 

That there have disappeared from 
the war department certain documents 
and correspondence relating to charges 
against Ray when he was paymaster 
in the Philippines, Chairman Helm and 
other members of the committee are 
satisfied and to find the originals .-is 
their intention. 

The committee today, after confer- 
ring with Adjutant General Ainsworth, 
retired, learned that copies of some of 
thee missing papers, if not all of them, 
were in existence. This development 
caused a stir in the committee and 
later it was reported that in the Ray 
CaSe certain persons attached to the 
war department had carefully kept 
copies of correspondence, anticipating 
that the originals might be spirited 
away. 

When that became known the com- 
mittee decided to change its plan of 
action and is undecided whom to eall 
as the next witness. General Ains- 
worth will be held under subpoena, 

Knotty Problem for Taft. 

President Taft has a knotty problem 
before him in the pending promotion 
of Major Ray, to be a colonel in the 
paymaster general's department of the 
army.

Governor Johnson declares the west 
has ever “looked to Theodore Roose- 
velt as guide in righteousness, in gov- 
ernment, as the exponent of equal op- 
portunity for al] and champion of pop- 
ular rule.” 

Governor Johnson asks: 

“Shall the people rule and shali 
Roosevelt, their choice, be nominated, 
or shall the republicans court certain 
defeat by the nomination of one whose 
trusteeship has wrecked the party?” 

Fresno, Cal., February 19.—Chester 
H. Rowell, president of the La Follette 
League of California, declared for

Rates To Be Tentative. 


In offering the _ resolution, 
rate for fares as stated we 
merely tentative and could 
amended or changed at any tyne. 

Between now and the time the 
committee meets, the citizens of 
Atlanta will doubtless continue 
the fight which they are mak- 
ing to secure lower street car 
fares. The members of council 
themselves, so they state, will not 
lose any unnecessary time, but 
will’ push the matter through 
rapidly. 

The ‘committee will probably 
have its report ready when coun- 
cil meets on February 29 in 
special adjourned session.

Investigation of All Depart-

A RELIGIOUS DEMOCRACY IN ATLANTA. | 


In that strange trend toward upheaval of old faiths and old 
governments that is belting the globe today, two tendencies pre- 
Religious skepticism or confusion, and the instinct to 
Both forces manifest them- 


‘lominate. 
enforce the principles of democracy. 
selves undeniably in America, and the “Men and Religion lorward 
Movement” has been launched to answer the questions of the one 
and take advantage of the impetus of the other. That is why, 
democratizing religion so that caste and class and the barriers of 
both yield to the ethics of the Galilean, the “Men and Religion For- 
ward Movement” is likely to be among the most important re- 
ligious developments of the twentieth century. 

Primarily, the spirit behind the movement is that religion, of 
whatever denomination, should not be lett wholly to the responsi- 
bilities of the preacher, and that it is as much the duty of the lay- 
man, whether capitalist or wage worker, to join hands in practical- 
izing creeds as it is the wearer of the cloth. In Atlanta the theory 
is working out with especial success. Such hard-headed business 
men as J. K. Orr, F. J. Paxon, W. W. Orr, Winship Nunnally, Jr., 
Robert I. Maddox and others are actively identified with the cam- 
paign. 

The genius of the movement is to reveal to all men their 
ground of common meeting, and the promoters are materializing 
it by the business weapon of detailed organization. From the cen- 
tral body, organization filters on down through intermediate bodies 
until, when the plans of the campaigners are eventually worked 
out, practically every man in Atlanta will have directly or indirect-

There is nothing bigoted, sectarian or denominational about 
the movement, as befits a democracy. Virtually all the churches 
in Atlanta, nearly all the religious institutions, and spiritual influ- 
ences, are co-operating.

It is to encourage religion broad- 
ly, to induce the practical man of business to preach to his associ- 
ates or his employees, by word as well as deed, that creeds are for 
Monday as well as for Sunday; for the counting room as well as 
the church; and that, above all, the religion of the Nazarene is a 
workable and workaday religion, bringing physical, moral, mental 
and spiritual uplift in this world, no less than rewards in the world 
to come. 

In other words, the movement is one which thrusts the church- 
goers to the front in the battlefield of religion, no less than the 
preacher. It is calm, with the sanity of twentieth-century organi- 
zation; plodding and determined with the persistence of the twen- 
tieth-century business man; alert and adaptive and receptive, as is 
the democracy of the twentieth century. Set going to meet a need, 
the imminence of which does not require discussion, it is meeting 
local, national and international success in a degree that augurs its 
greater triumphs as it gathers volume and recruits.

concerning Roosevelt has, as a matter of fact, followed the lines. 


of the game the average man played in his youth, and the rules of 
which required that he call “getting warmer!” the nearer the search 
came to the hiding place of the object or individual concealed. 

They have steadily been “getting warmer” as they neared 
Roosevelt. It might have been thought that the atmosphere, from 
a political standpoint, became torrid when many republican govern- 
ors met a few weeks ago and counseled together for means to smoke 
the colonel out of his reticence. But even conceding the impor- 
tance of this development, there was the chance that these execu- 
tives were merely driven by desire for party success, or by deter- 
mination to lay possessive hands on the party machinery. 

In no such way can the attitude of Pinchot be explained away. 
Unless the lay of the hand has changed wonderfully, he is nearer 
the former president than any other single individual in America. 
During the Roosevelt regime, Pinchot could obtain audiences when 
no other politician could get within shouting distance of the white 
house. Pinchot was one of the first individuals to greet the colo- 
nel after his emerging from Africa, and the famous European con- 
ference 4s yet fresh in the mind of the average newspaper reader. 
If there is one man that Roosevelt trusts more than another, evi- 
dence is that that favored individual is the former chief forester. 

That is why, when Pinchot lets “Battle Bob” go his way and 
lines up boldly for the colonel, it seems that only the formal an- 
nouncement of the latter's candidacy is lacking. It may be that 
he has had no encouragement from Oyster Bay, and is merely act- 
ing on his own initiative. But his stand, coming on the heels of 
the uncontradicted Roosevelt activities of other prominent repub- 
licans, is about the most significant development that has yet come 
from the direction of the former president’s camp.

of a negro boy, born and reared on 
his plantation. 

The boy had a perfect alibi, sworn 
to by a number of reputable white 
witnesses, and was sure of release, but 
in spite of this the “ole marster” came 
all the way from Washington, in 
Wilkes county, to testify. 

The negro had no ties upon his for- 
mer master and the gentleman expect- 
ed nothing of his former servant. Evi- 
dently Colonel William Winn, an old 
and prominently Known middle Geor- 
gia lawyer, felt that it was a case of 


noblesse oblige, and as he is a gentle- 
man of the old school, he followed the 
promptings of the spirit.

One Negro Killed and Two| (Cc 
Badly Wounded—Mob Also : 
* Captured the Sheriff and Re-/ 
moved Him From the Court- 
house--Only 18 Men in Mob. 


Nashville, Tenn., February 19.— 
Armed with clubs and revolvers, a mob 
of eighteen or twenty men, all of them 
said to be citizens of Nashville and 
employees of the Nashville, Chattag 
nooga and St. Louis railway, shot and? 
killed Watt Greer, dangerously wound- 
ed Dave Neal and badly beat up Green 
Bomar at Shelbyville, Tenn. today. 
The victims are the negroes .charged 
with the murder of 8, W. Everson, spe- 
cial officer of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis reilway, which 
occurred near Bellbuckle Saturday aft- 
ernoon, February A0?. ‘ 

The wounded negroes are now in 
jail at Shelbyville and it is reported 
that the mob will endeavor to get pos- 
session of them and complete its work 
tonight. 

None of the members of the mob 
wore masks. They attended the pre- 
liminary trial of the negroes, which 
was conducted at the courthouse by 
Magistrate James P. Brantley, who 
bound the defendante over to court. 

_ Attacked at Courthouse. 

The negroes were attacked by thd 
mob as they were being taken to jail 
after the trial about 2 o'clock. They 
were in the custody of Sheriff Wil- 
liams and six deputies and were go- 
ing down the steps of the courthouse 
when the mob attacked them. Greer 
was shot in the stomach and killed 
on the steps. Neal and Bomar were 
beaten up, the former being seriously 
injured. 

The officers rushed the wounded ne- 
groes into the sheriff's office, the door 
of which was locked, and the sheriff 
stationed himself on guard at the en- 
trance. About 4:15 o'clock the mob 
returned and captured the sheriff and 
removed him’ from the building. A 
‘man, alleged to be a brother of Ever- 
son, then. broke into the office and 
fired once at each of the negroes. Neal 
was shot in the abdomen and serioualy 
hurt, the bullet lodging in a glove in|: 
his pecket. Subsequently the wound- 
ed negroes were taken from the sher- 
iff’s office to the jail, butAt is expected 
that the mob will endeavor to lynch 
them tonight. : 

The mob acted very deliberately 
throughout its operations. 

To Avenge Murder of Comrade. 

Marion Anderson, alleged assassin 
of Policemen Purdy and Henry, of 
Shelbyville, who was confined in the 
same jail with the negroes,; was 
brought here yesterday for safe keep- 
ing, it being evidently apprehended 
that an effort might be made/to lynch 
him, but the mob which operated at 
Shelbyville today, it is believed, was 
solely bent on avenging the murder of 
a fellow employee, ; 

The negroes who were the victims of 
mob violence were accused of throw- 
ing S. W. Everson, of Nashville, from 
a train which was running at the 
rate of about 55 miles an hour, on 
the afternoon of February 10. The 
trouble started in a “Jim Crow” car. 

As soon as news of the attack on 
the negroes by the mob at Shelbyville 
reached Nashville Governor Hooper got 
into comaunication with Sheriff Wil- 
liams, who asked that state troops be 
sent. The governor ordered a local 
company of militia to the scene, Dut 
countermanded tke order on receivéng 
a message from Sheriff Williams that 
the mob had dispersed and quiet had 
been restored. The governor imme- 
diately offered a reward of $500 each 
for the mob leaders, the total reward 
not to exceed $5,000. 
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WHY HE QUIT THE PROHIS 
FOR ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE 


Detroit, Mich., February 19.—John G. 
Woolley, former candidate for presi- 
dent of the United States on the pro- 
hibition ticket and now a speaker for 
the Anti-Saloon League, in an address 
here last night, explained his reasons 
for deserting the standards of his par- 
ty and going over to the league. 

“I have given most of my life for 
the prohibition party,” he said. “The 
most splendid fight against the liquor 
interests ever waged has been by that 
Party. But we were never able to get 
the hard-headed business men into our 
party. 

“We could win many cf the minis- 
ters, most of the intelligent women and 
many-.of the more sympathetic men, 
and we did win them until we had 
probably a quarter of a million under 
our flag. 

“We talked to the democrat and 
tried to bring him into our party. We 
told him that if he was a Christian he 
was bound to share our views. But 
you know that no democrat can be a 
prohibitionist.

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Stephenson to Seal 


nority Report Points to the 
Huge Sum Stephenson Ad- 
mits He Spent. 


Washington, February 19.—The 
right ‘of Senator Isaac Stephenson, of 
Wisconsin, to his seat in the senate 
was under discussion in the senate to- 
day for the first time since the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections con- 
cluded its investigation of his election. 

Senator Heyburn, who was chairman 
of the sub-committee making the in- 
quiry, occupied the entire session in 
support of the majority report of the 
committee. He declared Mr. Stephen- 
60n was entitled to his seat because 
the charges had not been proven. He 
Said he would not ask for a vote be- 
fore next Wednesday. 

Taking up the majority report, Mr. 
Heyburn said the investigating com- 
mittee had heard everyone who would 
appear and declared that the proceed- 
ing had not been a star chamber one. 

Alleges Lack of Proof. 

Senator Heyburn decl..red that state 
.Senator Blaine, who charged that 
$250,000 had been spent by Mr. Steph- 
enuson in influencing his election, when 
Placed on the witness stand,. confessed 
to having no proof on which to base 
that charge. 

That Senator Stephenson is not en- 
titled to his seat, is the conclusion of 
five members of the senate committee 
on privileges and elections who filed 
a minority report with the senate. 
The majority report on the investi- 
gation of Senator Stephenson's cam- 
Paign expenditures was submitted 
February 1.. In substance it held that 
the charges of corruption in the pri- 
Mary of 1908 were not proven. 

The minority report is signed by 
Senators Kenyon, Clapp and Jones, 
republicans, and Lea and Kern, demo- 
crats. It contends that enough evi- 
dence was adduced by the inquiry to 
warrant the senate in declaring 
Senator Stephenson's geat vacant. 


Stephenson Spent $107,793. 


Referring to the fact that the sena- 
tor through his lieutenants, spent $107,- 
793 ‘in his campaign, and that candi- 
dates for the state legislature spent 
proportionately large enough, the report 
quotes from the majority report: 

“Such. expenditures were in violation 
of the fundamental principles underly- 
ing our system of government, which 
contemplated the selection of candi- 

ates Ly the electors and not the se- 
ection of electors by. the candidate.” 

The minority report then proceeds: 

“We concur in this statement and it 
justifies us in opposing the conclusion 
of the majority. How a seat in the sen- 
ate can be secured ‘in violation of the 
fundamental principles underlying our 
System of government,’ with the evi- 
dence showing the use of such a large 
sum of money, and not be tainted by 
corrupt, methods and practices, we are 
unable to comprehend. 

‘The. question: now squarely before 
the senate is whether or not methods 
and practices in violation of the funda- 
mental principles underlying our sys- 


tem of government shall be denounced | 


by our words and approved by our 
votes.” 


Cannot Justify It. 


Quoting again from the majority re- 
port, which, after summarizing the 
methods of Senator Stephenson's elec- 
tion, declared that “if they had been 
used by a candidate for a state office 
in Wisconsin it would be very difficult 
to justify such conduct under the laws 
of the state,”’ the minority report conf- 
tinues: 

“This statement we indorse. It war- 
rants our opposition to the conclusion 
of the majority. If it would be diffi- 
cult to justify a campaign like this by 
a candidate for a state office, why is 
it not equally difficult to justify it on 
the part of Senator Stephenson. He was 
not compelled to go into the primary. 
He elected to do so and he should be 
held to the same degree of accountabil- 
ity as any other candidate in that pri- 
mary. 

“Tf he-used methods—and the ma- 
jority says he did—that it would be 
difficult to justify in behalf of a state 
candidate, then it is equally difficult 
for the senate to justify such conduct 
on the part of a candidate for a seat 
in this body and preserve its integrity 
and honor. In our judgment it cannot 
do it.” 

Voters Paid and Entertained. 


The report sets forth that the evi- 
dence showed conclusively that voters 
were paid to be at the polis, that ex- 
travagant sums for “entertainment” 
were expended, records and papers con- 
cerning the campaign were shifted 
from ane place to another and original 
records were destroyed.. 

“All this is admitted,” says the re- 
port, “and we feel we have a right to 
assume from these admitted facts and 
actions that corrupt methods and prac- 
tices were uged in connection with said 
primary /‘@lechon. 

“To hole otherwise is to establish a 
precedent that would authorize an ex- 

enditure of hundreds of thousands of 

ollars to debauch the electorate in or- 
der to secure a seat in this body. To do 
this ¥s to notify the world that we are 
carejess as tO whether or not seats in 
this body are to be bought and sold.as 
£0 uch merchandise to the man with

Young lynn Baye Rese 
Question to Aged Mother, 


Son Leaped ‘at:Lawyer for De- 

. fense, and It’ Required Five 
Men ‘to Hold Him— Mrs. 
Boyce Tells of Her Son’s Re- 
lations With Mrs. Sneed. 


Fort Worth, Texas, February 19.— 
Mrs. A. G.' Boyce, widow of the cattle- 
man slain by John Beal Sneed, and 
mother “of the’ boy who eloped with 
Sneed’s wife, took the witness stand 
today in the fight to convict the 
wealthy west Texas banker of the 
murder of her husband. 

Her story dealt with her effort and 
the efforts of the clain man to keep 
her son and Mrs. Snéed apart. 

Resenting questions asked his moth- 
er by defense attorney .W. P. McLean, 
Lynn Boyce, son of the slain man, made 
a rush in court room toward the law- 
yer. It required five men to pinion 
young Boyce and to hold him. 

Question That Caused Troub!c. 

Lynn Boyce, a young ranchman of 
Herculean build, made his rush on Mc- 
Lean when the latter, speaking of Al 
Boyce, asked Mrs. Boyce: 

“Don't you think that a man who 
has run over and disgraced his father 
and mother, and is stealing another 
mans wife and killing his little chii- 
dren, is a fit subject for a sanitarium 
or the penitentiary?” 

The question was not answered. 
Overturning the chair in which he was 
sitting, Lynn leaped toward ti:e attor- 
ney, and was with difficulty restrained. 

Attorney McLean never moved, but 
his father, Judge W. P. McLean, Jr., 
was instantly on his feet, speaking to 
Judge Swayne: 

“Is this court in the hands of a 
mob?” he asked. “Will the court pcr- 
mit a member of its court to be assas- 
sinated? We demand that this maa be 
excluded from the courthouse.” 

Judge Swayne fined Lynn £°*“%0, ex- 
cluded him from the court room and 
sent him to jail for one hour. The 
ranchman made no attempt at objee- 
tion. Will Boyce, another brother, sat 
quietly through the outbreak. indicat- 
ing displeasure at his young brotier'’s 
conduct. 

Lynn Boyce later apologized both to 
Will McLean, the lawyer, and to the 
court. The fine was not remitted. 

She Tells of Son and Woman. 

Mrs. Boyce, describing her son’s re- 
lations with Mrs. Sneed, said: 

“The first act I didn’t approve was 
when he took her to the opera house 
in the fall of 1910. I talked to him 
wher he phoned for the cab. I told 
him ‘this is not New York city. This 
is not 400 society. I don’t think Beal 
Sneed would like this. This is impru- 
dent, son’.” ~*~ 

After that visit to the opera house, 
Mrs. Boyce said, Albert left Amarillo 
to attend to a cattle deal, and was 
away most of the time, so that she did 
not worry about him and Mrs. Sneed. 

Mrs. Boyce testified that her hus- 
band had always opposed Al’s and Mrs. 
Sneed’s getting back together, and she 
said he remarked that he hoped Al | 
would be kept by the Canadian offi- 
clals for four months to teach him a 
lesson. This was after the elopement. 

Mrs. Boyce told of a trip to New 
Orleans with her husbanc and Albert 
made ostensibly for Albert's health. 

“Al,” she said, “wouldn’t consent to 
zo until Mrs. Sneed told him to go. 
We could not keep him there (in New 
Orleans. ) | 

“When we started (for New Orleans) 
I wrote the physician and told him we 
were coming with our son—that there 
was a woman in the case. I thought 
he would prescribe a long trip.” 

Found Revolver on Woman. 

Another interruption was when Mrs. 
Mary Rea, against whom Judge Swayne 
recently ruled in divorce proceedings, 
refused to be searched before entering 
the court room and, backing against 
the door, defied doorkeepers to attempt 
to search her. She was brought before 
the bar. A revolver was found in the 
pocket of her cloak. 

After court adjourned, Judge Swayne 
ordered her to answer to a contempt 
charge, during the hearing of which 
she delivered a tirade against the 
court, avowing her right to “defend her 
home.” 

The state concluded its evidence in 
rebuttal with a letter purporting to 
have been. written by United States 
District Attorney Atwell, personal at- 
torney for Sneed, to Sheriff Rea, of Tar- 
rant county, Texas, in which it was 
stated that the younger Boyce had tn 
his possession, when arrested in Win- 
nipeg, Canada, jewels, the property of 
Sneed. This information, it is stated, 
was the basis of complaint charging 
Boyce with theft, one of the charges 
on which it was sought to have him 
extradited. 

Insanity Pilea Barred. 


Whether or not John B. Sneed was 
sane when he shot A. G. Boyce, Sr., 
will not be an issue. This was decided 
by Presiding Judge Swayne when the 
defense, at the start’ of its evidence 
in sur-rebuttal, endeavored to show 
that Sneed was not mentally responsi- 
ble. Sustaining the objection of the 
prosecution, the court held that, as the 
state hag made no attempt to pfove 
that Sneed was not insane, the defense, 
in its rejoinder, could not ask the ques- 
tion, originating a new line of inquiry.

NOTABLE OPINION 
BY JUSTICE LAMAR

Washington, D. C., February 19.— 
(Special.)—Justice Lamar rendered a 
notable dissenting opinion today in a 
case appealed from ~@ Philippine 
Islands and discussed clearly and with 
a depth of legal reasoning that was 
commented upon favorably by the 
lawyers present, the doctrine of 
waiver, and whether or not a person 
might voluntarily waive his right to be 
confronted by the witrfesses to a crime 
charged against him, and to be ‘present 
in court when the verdict was pro- 
nounced. 

In the course of his opinion, Judge 
Lamar said the defendant was not 
confronted by the witnesses, but the 
court accepted his telegraphic waiver 
and the trial forthwith -roceeded 
without the defendant being present. 
On an appeal the judgment of the iow- 
er court was reversed by the supreme 
court and a penalty of fourteen years 
imposed, where the original penalty 
Was six years. 

The act of July 1, 1902, regulating 
the government of the Philippine Is- 
lands, continued Judge Lamar, does 
not provide for trial by jury and does 
not destroy the power of the appellate 
court to change the sentence in crimi- 
nal cases, but the absence of the right 
of trial by jury and the presence of 
the danger of appeal make it all the 
more important to enforce those safe- 
guards copied from the constitution of 
the United States and granted to the 
people of those islands. When the 
trial of a felony begins, it ought to 
proceed in orderly course to a verdict 
because a prisoner might escape dur- 
ing the trial it does not follow. that 
the court would voluntarily consent 
for him to be absent during trial. 

Quoting from a Georgia decision in 
the case of Nolan versus Georgia, re- 
ported in the 55th Georgia, page 621, 
Justice Lamar held that the conviction 
of the prisoner under the  circum- 
stances was erroneous because of the 
above stated circumstances and also 
that the prisoner had been put. in 
double jeopardy and was entitled to 
his discharge.

Prepared Urging ‘a. Let-Up in 
_ the Explosions of Bombs. 


Indianapolis,. Ind., February 19.— 
That the dynamiting plans were 
brought to the attention of: certain 
committees at the International Asso- 
ciation of Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers* convention in Rochester, N. 
Y., in 1910, came to light today as one 
of the government's charges against 
the 54 indicted men. 

It is charged by federal authorities 
that a resolution demanding that “no 
more bombs or explosives of any kind 
be exploded while this convention is 
in session’’ was written out in regular 
form by a delegate at the convention, 


and without the action On it becoming 
known, was later found by the govern- 
ment among the papers taken from the 
iron workers’ headquarters in Indian- 
apolis, The government claims. to 
have the original resolution. 

Wanted Explosions Stopped, 

The charge is that a delegate at the 
convention, known to the government, 
demanded that the explosions tempor- 
arily be stopped at a time when many

McManigal asserted Mc- 
Namara had mapped out a series of ex- 
plosions “which were to be presented 
to the convention.” 

Information from delegates who had 
arrived in advance at Rochester, is 
held by the government as having in- 
duced McNamara to change his plans. 
That information, the indictment 
charges, was that the International of- 
ficials, including President Ryan and 
business agents, were fully aware of 
the dynamite plots and that some of 
the men now indicted objected to any 
unusual numbér of explosions while 
the convention was in session, 

MeManigal Is Quoted. 

In this connection McManigal’s con- 
fession is quoted as stating “McNa- 
mara said he wanted ‘a lot of ‘open 
shop’ jobs blown up &t one time to 
make the delegates feel good. Just 
before meetings of the executive board, 
McNamara also wanted many “jobs 
pulled off so it would please the mem- 
bers and show them business was good. 
These twenty quarts of nitro-glycerin 
with which we started out from In- 
dianapolis we left with Pete Smith, in 
Cleveland.” 

The year the convention was held 
twenty-five bridges, viaducts ‘and 
buildings were reported blown up in 
various parts of the country.

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BUSINESS COURT OF HONOR — 


New York, February 19.—The Busi- 


ness Men’s Court of Honor, a court O0f men qualified to serve as arbitra- 


without judge, lawyer or jury, yet 
recognized by the laws of the state, 
has been revived in New York after a 
lapse of seventeen years. The court is 
conducted by the chamber of com- 
merce for the purpose of settling dis- 


putes between merchants and, so far a8. 


is known here, there is no other court 
like it in the world. 

The business men’s court was estab- 
lished in 1768 and. for more‘than a 
century the merchants adjusted their 
disputes there. In 1874 the legisla- 
ture voted a salary of $10,000 a year 
to the official arbitrator of the court, 
and when this salary was discontin- 
used in 1895 the court passed out of 
existence. Several months ago a move- 
ment was begun lodking to the re- 
establishment of tMe court, with the 
result that several cases have just been 
heard before ltt.

PRESIDENT TAFT’S LETTER _ 
GETS BRYAN SPECIAL TRAIN 


New York,. February 19.—Jonathan 
Bryan, a Richmond lawyer who is in 
New York today at the conclusion of 
a trip round the world which bexan 
last July attended the Delhi durbar 
practically as the guest of King George 
owing to the magic influence of a let- 
ter from President Taft which he car- 
ried.

New York, February 19.—While 
still more or less nervous and unset- 
tled, the cotton market showed a gen- 
erally firmer tone today, with trading 
much less active after the extreme 
excitement of last week and with the 
close steady at a net gain of from 15 
to 21 points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 7 to 13 points, in response 
to better cables than looked for, and 
early advices from the south indicat- 
ing Trelatively firm interior markets. 
There was quite a good deal of cotton 
for sale on the initial advance and 
prices reacted a few points during the 
early trading, under realizing by Sat-

WERE INACTIVE 


With the Exception of Read- 
ing, They Did Not Move 
Either Way. 


New York, February 19.—Reading 
was the only one of the stock market 
leaders to move today more than a 
fraction from last week’s close. That 
stock was under pressure during the 
mcrning and lost a point, but made it 
up in the afternoon, The market 
moveg with Reading. The tone was 
heavy in the early part of the day, 
and prices were cut fractionally. In 
the latter part of the session the list 
hardened There was no sign of an 
awakening from the comatose condi- 
tion intu which the market fell last 
week. Its utter stagnation is indicat- 
ed ty the fact that during’ one hour 
of today’s trading less than _ 13,000 
Shares of stock changed hands, the 
lewest figure for an hour's business 
in months. Quotations at the close 
were barely changed on the day. 

The pressure against Reading, ap- 
patently, was due to bear seliting on 


the idea that the supreme court might, 


tender its decision in the anthracite 
case. With several other important 
Cases pending in the supreme court, 
there was a disposition among the 
trading element to await word from 
Weshington whether decisions were to 
be made in any of the cases in which 
most interest is felt in Wall street. 

The copper stocks showed continued 
firn.ness. The recent rise in these 
StccKs has faileg to attract to them a 
large speculative following, owing to 
the belief that the rise, while to some 
extent a reflection of better conditions 
in the metal trade, was largely man- 
ity vlated, 

The report of the Hardwick commit- 
tee on the American Sugar Refining 
Company was not reflected in the 
stceck market, American Sugar selling 
unchanged. <A few inactive stocks 
moved mcre widely than the leaders.

Improvement in freight movements

One youngster, a bright fellow, offered 
me a hundred-dollar bill to take him 
in, and, much to my astonishment, he 
showed me the long green. He had a 
roll of it, too. So big was the roll that 
I asked him why his paper had sent 
the business office and not a reporter 
on the job. 

“‘*Now, Doc,’ said that bright young 
man, ‘this story is it just now. It’s 
worth two hundred to me, and I'll give 
you a hundred; and here it is if you'll 
just take me in and tell Morse I'm an 
old friend of yours.

tion of the nature and character of 
our constitutional] system of govern- 
ment to suggest that the settled dis- 
tinction which the doctrine just stated 
points out between judicial authority 
over justiciable controversies and legis- 
lative power as to purely political 
questions tend to destroy the duty of 
the judiciary in proper cases to en- 
férce the constitution: The suggestion 
results from failing to distinguish be- 
tween things which are widely differ- 
ent, that is, the legislative duty to 
determine the political questions in- 
vclved in deciding whether a _ state 
gcvernment republican in form exists, 
ang the judicial power and ever pres- 
cent duty whenever it becomes neces- 
sery in a controversy properly sub- 
mitted to enforce and uphold the ap- 
plicable provisions of tke constitution 
as to each and every exercise of gov- 
ernmental power. 

“How better can the broad lines 
which distinguish those two subjects 
be pointed out than by considering the 
character of the defense in this very 
case? The defendant company does 
not contend here that it coulgq not 
have been require@ to pay a license 
tax. ' 

No Judicial Questions Raised. 


“Tt does not assert that it was de- 
nied an opportunity to be heard as to 
the amount for which it was taxed, or 
that there was anything inhering !n 
the tax or involved intrinsically in 
the law which violated any of its con- 
stitutiona! rights. If such questions 
had been raised they would have been 
justiciable, anq therefore would have 
r¢qguired the calling into operation of 
judicial power. Instead, however, of 
doing any of these things, the attack 
or the statute here made is of a 
wholly different character. Its essen- 
tlally political nature is at once made 
monifest by understanding that the 
assault which the contention here ad- 
vanced makes is not on the tax as a 
tax, ‘but on the state as a state. It is 
acaressed to the framework and po- 
litical character of the government 
bv which the statute levying the tax 
was passed. It is the government, the 
political entity, which (reducing the 
case to its essence) is called to the
